Belief that the price of cotton will 
rise to 12 or 15 cents a peund as soon 
as the cotton acreage reduction plan 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace is 
adopted on a southwide basis was 
expressed Monday by G. UC.

Secretary Wallace announced “Cot- 
ton Reduction Week,” beginning June 
°6, when farmers will be asked to sign 
an agreement to reduce their cotton 


‘acreage. Adams said that the plan will 


be of no value unless it is accepted 
throughout the cotton-growing states, 
and that general acceptance would 
mean a reduction of 10,000,000 or 
12,000,000 acres in cotton. 

Adams said that the amount to be 
paid farmers has not been determined, 
but that a price of $S or $9 an acre, 
in addition to an option at 6 cents a 
pound on  government-held cotton, 
would be fair for the farmers. Per- 
centage of acreage to be given up will 
range between 20 and 33 per cent, 
he said.

For Cotton Works 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(2)— | 
Here is how the Wallace cotton plan | 
would work out in the case of John | 
Doe, who has a 10-acre patch over | 
the hill: | 

Jobn has been getting an average 
of 200 pounds of lint cotton to the | 
acre for some years and his crop 
looks good for that amount again this 
year. 

Next week, when the campaign for 
reducing acreage gets under way, Jchn | 
will attend a meeting called >by his 
county agricultural agent or some 
other representative of the department 
of agriculture. 

At the meeting he will find that he 
may get cash for plowing up part of 
,his crop if enough other rarmers do 
, the same thing togjustify going ahead 
with the plan. 
| He may offer to plow up one acre, 
three acres or the whole patch. Be- 
cause John has been getting more 
than an average crop out of his field 
he will be entitled to more rent. 

Three acres would be about the 
amount that Secretary Wallace would 
like him to take out of production for 
that sized farm. 

Upon acceptance .of his offer by 
Wallace, a contract would be present- | 
ed to him and he would find that. 
‘since his production was between 175 
'and 224 pounds to the acre, he would 
be entitled to $14 cash rent for each 
of the acres plowed under or a total 
of $42.
